At the February meeting, Bentsen Moss graciously agreed to share another area of his amazing 
collection; Dog Tags. His display of Utah towns/tags has to be one of the most complete in ex¬ 
istence. 

The practice of registering and taxing dogs dates back to territorial times. In addition to being 
able to identify the owners of animals, revenues were generated by licensing fees. This was es¬ 
pecially lucrative for smaller towns. 

There are many different and sometimes unique designs and shapes. Brass was a popular mate¬ 
rial for early tags with aluminum and other base metals being used later. Some towns even dis¬ 
tinguished male vs. female dogs with different metal types. 

These tags can be highly collectable and fairly valuable, especially early dated small town tags. 
As treasure seekers, the opportunity to detect or screen these old tags is definitely there. 

Thanks again to Mr. Moss for sharing another fascinating area of his collection! 
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The Edith Attehury award was presented to Todd Monson for best submission 
to the Token Hunter. Todd is our spotlighted club member for the month in 
recognition of his silver cache find which earned national recognition . See the
